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EDITORIAL 


A COMMON DANGER 


All Altona has a common interest’ in 
the menace of the delinquent ‘centre. 

The very name of Aitona, its progress, 
its community life and the welfare of its 
young people could be adversely affected. 

Altona, the place considered fitting 
for a delinquent centre, would be the re- 
action of many when the Shire is mentioned. 
That in itself could be the finish of what 
might otherwise’ have been the commence- 
ment of favorable and profitable discussions. 

There is certainly no doubt that the 
‘residential progress of all the Shire, but 
particularly in. Altona West and Laverton 
areas would be definitely affected. 

Information in possession of this paper 
leads to the belief that escapes from in- 
stitutions such as these reach almost un- 
believable numbers. 

It is little help to the peace of mind 
of nearby residents that most are recaptured. 

There is no reason to suggest that es- 
capees would be fess in Altona. There is 
good reason to suggest the contrary. 

A comment by the Chief Secretary that 
the surrounding fences would assist security 
was rather ludicrous. There would be no need 
for. the escapees to climb over these walls. 
They could crawl under if they’ preferred. 

Escapes from these institutions are ap- 
parently looked on with almost equanimity 
by the authorities. The people really appre- 
hensive are local householders. 

If and when the institution is established 
in due course the question of providing leave 
for the inmates will be decided. 

It could be that some of their numbers 
will be permitted to visit certain functions 
under conditions which as far as Altona citi- 
zens are concerned might not be at all de- 
sirable, 

There is thus very good reasons for 
every citizen of Altona to be troubled over 
these matters. ; 

it could have one lasting good effect. 
_ In times like these where citizens find 
a common interest in opposing a common 
danger, when they put Altona needs above 
lesser interests, when they try'to make Al- 
tona worthy of them, they will indeed make 
themselves worthy of Altona.

Leon Clarke, who for- 
merly commenced his 
cricket in the Riverina 
area of New South Wales 
with the Ganmain Cricket 
Club, has since 1956 been

cricket circles. 


He started playing cricket 
for Ganmain, and in the 1952- 
53 season, Played in a com- 
bined Riverina team against 
the Murrumbidgee XI. This 
match was played as a selec- 
tion trial in an effort io form

the O'Farrell Cup series which 
is the biggest cricket attrac. 


tion in the Riverina district. 
The best bewling perfor- 


mances put up by Clarke in 
Riverina cricket were a 5/23 
against a combined Wagga 
XI and 7/34 against the same 


team. 


After leaving Ganmain and 
prior to settling in this dis- 
trict, Clarke put in one sea- 
son with the Newport XI 
who play in the V.J.C.A. com- 
petition. Before joining Al- 
tona A.N.A. in 1958, Clarke 
played the previous season 
with the Altona Beach Club, 
a team with which many cric- 
keters in this area have played 
for at some stage of their 
cricketing days. 


For two consecutive seasons 
1956-57 and 1957-58, Clarke 
was selected in combined XI’s 
of the Williamstown and 
Footscray District Cricket As- 
sociation to play in matches 
against the Sub-District team 
Williamstown, and a Footscray 
district XI respectively. 


On one occasion when play- 
ing for A.N.A. against the 
touring C.1.B. police team, he 
had one of his best bowling 
efforts by taking 5/4. 


In 1960-61 he won the club 
bowling average with a per- 
centage of 7.93, and 63 wic- 
kets fell to him that season. 
And in the 1961-62 season he 
won the best all-rounder 
award of the A.N.A. club. 

No bowlers record would 
be complete with a hat trick 
included, and Clarke had one 
to his credit in a match 
against Newport. . Against 
Spotswood he put up another 
fine bowling effort by taking 
6/2. 

Last season was a lean one 
fer Clarke as he suffered a 
broken nose at the opening, 
and the cartlidge in one knee 
gave out—therefore putting 
him on the -sidelines for 
1963-64. ‘ 

Whilst in Ganmain, Clarke 
played football for the local 
team in the South-West Riv- 
erina League. He started in 
1947 and played as a full back 
and in 1950 he won the team’s 
best and fairest award. 

The Ganmain team were 
premiers of the South-West 
League in’ 1949 and 1950, and 
Clarke had to be content with 
being 19th man on both oc- 
easions. But in 1953 he was a 
playing member of the Gan- 
main second XVIII who won 
a premiership that year.

ARMY DISCOURAGES BOAT RAMP IN 
KOROROIT CREEK 


The Minister for the Army has sugges- 
ted Altona Shire Council should not pro- 
vide a boat ramp on the banks of the 


Kororgit Creek in the Altona Sports Park. 
The mouth of the Kororoit Creek is within the 


perimeter of the danger 


area described under the 


Williamstown Rifle Range Regulations, 


This danger area is con- 
sidered necessary to protect 
the public from shot develop-. 
ing from the range, 

The minister considers ac- 
tivity on the range is liable 
to increase rather than dim- 
inish, 

As Altona Council has been 
considering the provision of 
boating facilities near the 
mouth of Kororoié Creek the 
Minister had been requested 
to restrict weapon firing on 
the south-west corner of the 
range. 

But the .Minister has inti- 
mated his Department is un- 
able to agree to this request. 

All the water of Port Phil- 
lip Bay over which small 
craft must move when pro- 
ceeding to or from the creek 
Mouth is in the danger area. 

Firing on the ranges ceases 
daily between the hours of 
12.30 p.m. and 1.30 p.m. to per- 
mit the safe movement of 
fishing craft to and from Kor- 
oroit Creek. 

As range facilities in the
